That at Ealter Aflembly, 1709. Alderman 
* Canftantine, Alderman Forreſt, and Alderman 
Eccles, were put in Election for the Mayorilty 
of the ſaid City, and the Majority of Voices on 
a fair Election, fell indiſputably on Alderman 
Forreſt, the Board having good Reaſens for not 
Electing Alderman Conſtantine. 

It was nevertheleſs, moved by an Alderman at 
the Board, that Alderman Conftancine might be 
admitted to go above the Cuſhion, and to wear 
Scarlet, as if he had been Hlected, and Served 
in the Mayoraltys to which it was Anſwer'd, 
That ſuch a Favour was not to be Granted, until 
Alderman Conſtantine made it his Requeſt: 


He replyed; and ſaid; Gentlemen, I thank you. 
And rhcjeupon the following Ofget wa made, 
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and enired in the Monday Book, during 1h:

- Alderman Coaſtantine ſoon afterwards being 
adviſed or Inclined to apply to the Council-

titsaner. Nevertheleſs the Government and Coun- 
eil approved Alderman Forreſt's Election. Alder- 
man Cenflantine in his petition not having o 
mucb as alledged any Irregulatity in the Election, 

other than the not chogiing him, as beipg 2 
Yager Alderman to Dann Forteſt,

That in the Summer following Alderman For- 
reſt Dying, Alderman Page who formerly ſetv'd 
in the Mayoralty was Elected, and approved as 
the new Ryles diretted. 

That at Eaſter Aſſembly 1710, Alderman Eccles, 
Alderman Barlow, and Aiderman Cooke, were 
pur in Election, and Alderman Eecles being E- 
lected, was afterwards approved by the Govern- 
ment. | 

That Aldermin Conſtantine did not then fo 
much as defire to be put in Eledtin nor i give 
the leaſt Iatimstion to the Board, that he inſi- 
ſted on being Elected, but on the contrary took 
his Station ſeveral times as an Alderman admitted 
above the Cuibion, by taking place of Alderman 
Eccles, the Elected and Approved Lord- Mayor. 

It was thought after two Election. of, Lord. 
Mayors, and a Kejection by rhe Government and 
Council of Alderman Conſtantine*'s Petition in 
1709, That his former prerenſions to the Mayor. 
alcy were at an End; N:verthelefs Alderman 
Conſlanting at the laſt Eaſter Aſlembly, thought 
fic co Revive his former Pretenſiont, and find- 
ing Aiderman Barlow was Elected Lord» Mayor 
for the Year 17u, and as ſuch certified to the 
Government and Council; Alderman Conſftaniins 
petitioned them to hear bim by his Conncil be- 
tore they did approve Alderman Barlow's Ele- 
Tion; And in his Petition ſcts forth the ſame 
Matters he had formerly laid before the Coun- 
cil Board, viz. That he ought of Right to have 
been choſen into the Mayoralty in the Year 
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. Whergupon the Lords Juſtice; and Council, 

made an Qcder, Requiring the Lord Mayor and 
Alderpen to put in an Aoſwer to the ſaid Per. 
tion, who in Obedience io their Excellencies 
aod Lordſhips Order, put in their Aaſwer, and 
therein, and at the hearing the Ganſe Iuſiſted: 
Thai by the New Rules the Board of Alder- 
men had Right to Elect whom they thought 
moſt fit of their Brethren the Aldermen, tothe 
Mapyoralty of che ſai ! City ; and that chere nei- 
ther Was, nat could be an Immemorial or Uain- 
tertppied Uſage in che ſaid City ro Elect the 
Senior Alderman belew the Cabin into the 
Mayoralty, for that the New Rules which were 
made in 1672, purſuant to an Act of Parliament, 
firſt gave the Lord-Mayor arid Table of Alder. 
men Excluſive of all other Citizens, the Rig:

And that, in General Terms, wichour any Xe 
Sorition or Relation to any former Manner ©! 
Electing, ſp that no Uſage ſince, if any ſuch had 
been, would create a preicriptible or other Right 
to Reſttain their Right or Freedom of Election, 
Which by the New Rules was Diveſted out of 
the corporate Body of the City, and Veſtedein

out any Reſtriction or Relation to any former 
Method of EleCting. That the Lord-Mayor aud

It appeared by the Entries of the City Books 
and papers produced on the aforefaid Hearing, 
before the late Lords Juſtices and Council, that 
immediarely after the making the aforeſaid New 
Rules, that Ald:rman-Dee who formerly ſery'd 
as Mayor, was again Elected Mayor 3 whereby 
the Senior Alderman below the Cuſhion, was 
ſor that Year poſt-poned. . 

That Alderman == was Senior Alderman 
to Sir Joſhua Allen, and co Sir Francis Brew- 
ter, yet esch of them were Elected Lord- 
Mayors, viz, Sir Joſhua Allen in 1673, and 
Brewſter 1674, and Alderman Jones (tha? put 
in Election) was poſt- poned and Rejected, 

Alderman Bennet was Senior to Alderman 
Lover, and to Alderman, Joha Sch, yer 
Lover was preferred to Benner, and Elected 
Lord-Mayor in 1676, and Succeeded by Alder- 
man John Smith a junior Alderman to Alderman 
Bennet, tho? Alderman Bennet was put in Ele- 
ction. 

In 1675 Alderman William Smith was sgain 
Elected Lord- Mayor, and the next in turn ic ahl 
theſe Inftances Poſt - pouꝰd, without any faving to 
any Right of Succeſſion of the next Senior Alder» * 
umu. 

Sir John Rogerſon ſerved as L. ord- Mayor ſince 
the Revolution, before his immediate Senior 
Alderinan Bluck hall, which Election was carried 
only by a fiogle. Vote for Sit John Rogerſon, us
